An earlier organization, The New England Numismatic and Archaeological Society was 
organized in Boston on April 6, 1866. The Society did not survive long after publishing 
Crosby’s book in 1875.

Sylvester Sage Crosby was born in Charlestown, New 
Hampshire on September 2, 1831, the son of a Unitarian 
minister, Jaazaniah Crosby and Hulda Robinson Sage. He 
married Mary Elizabeth Capello on September 1, 1855.

John Charles Woodbury was born in Rochester, New York, 
on August 25, 1859. He was married to Alice Motley in 
1883 and father of Margaret Woodbury (1897-1969). 


Woodbury was employed in the buggy whip business with 
the Strong and Woodbury Company, at a time when buggy 
whips were popular. He was also an early investor in the 
Kodak Company. He died in Rochester on October 14, 
1937.

Woodbury Strong, Margaret 


Margaret Woodbury was born in Rochester, New York, on March 20, 1897. She married 
Homer Strong in 1920. 


Margaret collected dolls during travels with her parents as a child. She added to her 
collection after inheriting millions. 


She died in Rochester on July 16, 1969, leaving an estate of about $100 million. This 
funded the Margaret Woodbury Strong Museum of dolls and toys. 


Margaret apparently held the unsold examples of her father’s medals and may have 
donated them to an unspecified museum. Only fourteen examples are known to survive. 
It is the most cherished of the RNA president’s medals. 
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Woolsey, Lorenzo J. 


Lorenzo Jerome Woolsey was born on January 23, 1846, in 
Perinton, New York. He was married twice, to Della Burlew 
in 1871 and Emma Ranney in 1887. 


He was a dealer in farm implements and produce. He 
raised horses and developed orchards. He died on June 14, 
1935.

He served as a 
U.S. Navy Commander in WWII. 


He was the president of New Netherlands Coin Company and 
president of the American Coin Dealers Association. He served on 
the ANA board of governors 1917 to 1932 and as president 1921 to 
1926. 


He died in Hamden, Connecticut, on February 10, 1990. He is buried at Stonington 
Cemetery in Connecticut.

Moritz Wormzer was born in Heidelberg, Germany on 
August 26, 1878. He emigrated to New York in 1896 and 
graduated from Columbia University in 1899. 


Wormser was married to Adele Zellner with three children 
including coin dealer Charles Wormser. Following her 
death in 1920, he married Sallie Marks Levich on August 7, 
1922. 


He served on the ANA board from 1917 to 1932 and again 
1935 to 1937. He was elected the fourteenth president of 

the ANA and served August 25, 1921 to August 26, 1926. His five-year term as president 
is the longest in ANA history. 


He opened the New Netherlands Coin Company on 
September 15, 1936. 


He died at home in New York City on May 22, 1940. In 
1970 he was inducted into the ANA Numismatic Hall of 
Fame.

The Buffalo Numismatic Association issued a series of 41 medals listing the President, 
Treasurer and Secretary dated between 1927 and 1973. The 1927 medal was issued in 1934, the 
1928 medal in 1936, the 1930 in 1938 and the 1931 in 1938. Typical mintage was 100 pieces. 


The Fairfield County Numismatic Association issued a series of 14 medals for their 
president from 1936 to 1984. 


Mints 


August C. Frank Co. operated in Philadelphia from 1894 to 1972. They struck a Joseph 
Mickley medal in 1958. 


Bastian Brothers Company was founded in Rochester, New York, in 1895. They were 
originally jewelry makers and in the recognition awards business. Renamed Bastian Company. 
They employed Joseph A. Koeb and Alphonse A. Kolb as a designer and sculptor. 


They produced the Rochester Numismatic Association presidential medals from 1913 to 1977. 


The Bastien Brothers were a first nations company that made wooden canoes and snowshoes. 
Another Bastien Brothers were tag-team wrestlers. 


The Franklin Mint was founded by Joseph Siegel in 1964. Medal edges may be marked with a 
small f over m logo. 


The Franklin Mint struck presidential medals for TAMS 1980 to 1984. 


Greco struck medals for the New York Numismatic Club in 1991.
